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UNITED KINGDOM. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN FEBRUARY. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in 
the foreign trade during February, 1930, at ports of the 
United Kingdom was 5,377,000 tons, an increase of 467,000 
tons, or 9-5 per cent., as compared with the total for Feb- 
ruary, 1929. Increases were recorded in the arrivals with 
cargo from Northern and Atlantic Europe and from the 
Atlantic Coast of South America, while decreases occurred 
in the arrivals with cargo from both the Atlantic and the 
Pacific coasts of North America. The British arrivals 
increased by 241,000 tons, or 7-2 per cent., the German 
arrivals increased by 28,000 tons, or 20-7 per cent., and the 
Dutch arrivals increased by 48,000 tons, or 26-4 per cent., 
while the French tonnage decreased by 28,000 tons, or 
145 per cent., and the tonnage belonging to the United 
States decreased by 47,000 tons, or 13-5 per cent. Nearly 
67 per cent. of the tonnage of the arrivals with cargo was 
British, as compared with 68 per cent. in February of last 
year. 

The arrivals in ballast in the foreign trade during the 
nonth totalled 3,591,000 tons net, an increase of 500,000 tons, 
or 16-2 per cent.,as compared with the corresponding figures 
for February, 1929. The British arrivals increased by 341,000 
tons, or 17-8 per cent., the German arrivals increased by 
59,000 tons, or 29-9 per cent., and the French arrivals 
increased by 69,000 tons, or 43-7 per cent. The only sub- 
stantial decrease was that of 27,000 tons, or 17-9 per cent., 
in respect of Norwegian vessels. Of the net tonnage of 
arrivals in ballast 63 per cent. was British, as compared 
with 62 per cent. in February, 1929. 

The net. tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in 
the foreign trade during February, 1930, was 5,917,000 
tons, an increase of 348,000 tons, or 6-2 per cent. as com- 
pared with the corresponding total for the previous year. 
The chief increases recorded during the month were in 
respect of the following trading areas: Northern Europe, 
Atlantic Europe and Western Mediterranean countries, 
Central and Eastern Mediterranean countries, East Africa,

Persian Gulf, India, and Australasia. There were no 
decreases worthy of comment. The departures with cargo 
increased by 106,000 tons, or 2:8 per cent. in the case of 
British vessels, by 21,000 tons, or 8-4 per cent. in the case 
of Dutch vessels, and 35,000 tons, or 14-9 per cent. in 
the case of French vessels. There were no outstanding 
decreases recorded. Nearly 67 per cent. of the tonnage of 
the departures with cargo was British, as compared with 
69 per cent. in February, 1929. 

The net tonnage of the departures in ballast during Feb- 
ruary, 1930, aggregated 3,074,000 tons, an increase of 
324,000 tons, or 11°8 per cent., as compared with Feb- 
ruary, 1929. The departures in ballast increased by 
60,000 tons, or 3:4 per cent. in the case of British vessels, 
by 110,000 tons, or 69-2 per cent. in the case of German 
vessels, and by 33,000 tons, or 29-2 per cent. in that of Dutch 
vessels. The only large decrease was that of 30,000 tons, 
or 13-2 per cent. in vessels belonging to the United States. 
Only 59 per cent. of the net tonnage of the departures in 
ballast was British, as compared with 65 per cent. in 
February, 1929. 


In the coasting trade the tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived and departed with cargo increased by 5-9 per cent. 
and 6-4 per cent. respectively, as compared with February 
of last year, while that of vessels arriving and departing 
in ballast increased by 9-8 per cent. and 6-1 per cent. 

The number and net tonnage of vessels arriving at and 
departing from ports in the United Kingdom (including 
the Isle of Man) with cargoes and in ballast during the

Fatat ACCIDENTS TO SEAMEN. 


The number of deaths due to accidents among the crews 
of vessels registered in Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, that were 
reported during the month of February, 1930, was 47, of 
which 18 were caused by casualties to vessels. There were 
no fatal accidents reported on sailing vessels.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS PORT DUES, ETC. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
SINGAPORE. 

Vessels at Singapore may either go alongside the wharves 
of the Singapore Harbour Board, in which case a charge 
is levied on the ship’s agents for ‘the use of the wharf, or 
they may anchor in the roads and discharge into lighters, 
paying no harbour dues. In practice, vessels carrying cargo 
from the United Kingdom usually berth at the Harbour 
Board wharves. 


Most importers at Singapore have their own landing 
staff and equipment. There are one or two contractors 
who undertake work of this nature, but there is no fixed 
schedule of charges for the delivery of cargo from ship or 
the Harbour Board godowns to the office or godowns of an 
importer.

ANTIGUA. 


IMPORTATION OF FRUITS FROM CERTAIN 
COUNTRIES PROHIBITED. 


A Proclamation of the Governor, issued on February 14, 
prohibits, until October 4, the direct or indirect importation 
into Antigua from all places in the United States of 
America, Central America, South America, Bermuda, Spain, 
Italy and France of all pears, apples, peaches, nectarines, 
apricots, plums, cherries, grapes, citrus fruits and succulent 
fruits of every kind, except dried fruit, preserved fruit, 
candied fruit, nuts, onions, potatoes or any other kind of 
bulb or tuber not flowering or fruiting. 

The Proclamation of October 17 last, which prohibited the 
importation of all plants, cuttings, bulbs, fruits, roots, seeds 
or berries, and all earth and soil packed therewith, from 
certain countries is revoked.

CUSTOMS IMPORT SURTAX ON CERTAIN 
GOODS. 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received cabled 
advice from the Commonwealth Government that, by virtue 
of a Resolution passed by the House of Representatives, 
Canberra, on April 3, 1930, a special additional duty equal 
to 50 per cent. of the amount of duty payable under the 
Tariff at present in force (the 1921-1928 Tariff as amended by 
Resolutions of November and December, 1929) is to be 
levied on the goods covered by a number of items of the 
Commonwealth Tariff. 


The Hon. J. E. Fenton, Commonwealth Minister for 
Trade and Customs, now in London as representative of 
Australia at the Naval Conference, has received a cable. 
gram from the Prime Minister of the Commonwealth (the 
Right Hon. J. H. Scullin) advising that this surtax has 
been imposed solely for the purpose of restricting imports, 
with a view to the rectification of Australia’s adverse trade 
balance; it is not connected with the Government’s protec. 
tionist policy. 

The surtax is to apply to goods classified under the Tariff 
Items indicated below :— 


Note.—The particulars supplied by the High Commissioner 
have been supplemented by an indication of the basic British 
Preferential rates of duty applicable to the items affected, which 
rates are now increased by 50 per cent.

* Ale and other beer, porter, cider and perry, spirituous ; 
Potable spirits ; 

* Perfumed spirits and bay rum; 

* Wines, including unfermented grape wine; vermouth; 
Manufactured tobacco, cigarettes, cigars, snuff ; 

* Matches and vestas, including book matches ; 
Locomotives. 

The Minister has given permission for the importation of 
all goods on the foregoing lists when the produce or manu- 
facture of New Zealand, Papua or New Guinea, imported 
into Australia direct. 

All goods exported from the countries of export prior to 
April 4, 1930, are exempted from the prohibition. 





BRITISH INDIA. 


CALCIUM ACETATE EXEMPTED FROM DUTY. 


A Customs Notification (No. 4), dated February 6, 
exempts calcium acetate from duty on import into British 
India. 


NEW COTTON DUTIES ENFORCED. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta reports that the 
Indian Cotton Textile Industry (Protection) Bill was 
passed by the Council of State on April 3, and that the 
measure came into force on April 4. The new duties pro- 
vided for have already been published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ 
but for convenience of reference they are reproduced below, 
viz. :— 

Cotton piece-goods, other than fents of not more than 9 yards 
in length :— 

(a) Plain grey : 

(i) Of British manufacture—15 per cent. ad valorem or 
34 annas per lb., whichever is higher. 

(ii) Not of British manufacture—20 per cent. ad valorem 
or 34 annas per lb., whichever is higher. 





* These goods are also subject to a Customs duty surtax of 
50 per cent. See notice above.

Tariff Treatment of Mixed Cotton Piece-Goods.—British 
made piece-goods of cotton (other than plain gray), wool or 
artificial silk are now dutiable on importation into India at 
the same rate (of 15 per cent. ad valorem), but in the cage 
of piece-goods of non-British manufacture, the question 
of the Tariff treatment of mixtures arises, as piece-goods 
composed of wool or artificial silk pay 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, while those of cotton pay 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta reports in this con. 
nection that the rule to be followed in assessing these 
mixtures is as follows :— 

(2) When the more highly taxed material occurs in the warp 
or in the weft, or in both, assess at the higher rate when the 
more highly taxed material extends through one-fifth or more 
of the whole superficial area of the fabric. When such 
material occurs both in the warp and in the weft the actual 
areas in which it occurs both ways (i.e., where strands cross 
each other) should be counted twice over. 

(5) Assess at the lower rate if the more highly taxed material 
extends through less than one-fifth of the superficial area of 
the fabric. 


Admission of Cotton Piece-Goods at Preferential Rates, 
—H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta reports that, in 
order to secure the application of the preferential rates 
for cotton piece-goods (see above), all invoices for British 
goods arriving after May 31 should have a certificate of 
origin signed by a manufacturer or shipper, as in the case 
of standard steel. A copy of the requisite form of certifi- 
cate is being forwarded, and further particulars will be 
published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ as soon as they are available. 


Until May 31 importers’ certificates will be accepted. 


No specified proportion of British value is prescribed as 
a condition of securing preference. Cloth is to be deemed 
to be of British manufacture if in its production no 
process other than a process antecedent to weaving has 
been carried out elsewhere than in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. Provided the 
weaving and all subsequent processes are performed in the 
United Kingdom, the goods need not be actually shipped 
to India from United Kingdom ports to secure the benefit 
of the preferential rates. 





GRENADA. 


IMPORT OF FRUIT FROM CERTAIN 
COUNTRIES PROHIBITED. 


An Order made by the Governor-in-Council on Feb- 
ruary 10 prohibits the importation into Grenada of all 
fruits coming directly or indirectly from Spain, Italy or 
France. 





UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


WHEAT IMPORT CONTROL. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the Wheat 
Importation Restriction Act, 1930, which authorises the 
Minister of Finance, by Notice in the ‘‘ Gazette,’’ to pro- 
hibit, control or regulate the importation into the Union 
of South Africa of wheat or any class of wheat. 





FOREIGN. 
FRANCE AND ALGERIA. 


DUTY REFUNDS ON EXPORTED WHEAT 
AND FLOUR. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.”’ of March 27 (page 447), it should be noted 
that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of April 2 contains 4 
Law, dated April 1, which continues the grant of refunds 
of Customs duties to wheat and flour exported from France 
and Algeria until July 31 (instead of June 15, as originally

proposed). The refunds are to be limited to the quantities 
imported during 1929, and, as regards amount, to a sup- 
plementary sum of not more than 100 million francs. At 
least 50 per cent. of the refunds is to be granted to associa- 
tions, agricultural co-operative societies and agriculturists.

IMPORT DUTY ON PIGS INCREASED. 


The ‘‘ Reichszollblatt ’’? for March 22 contains an Order 
dated March 19 and effective as from March 28, which in- 
creases the German import duty on pigs (Tariff No. 106) 
from 18 to 27 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. live weight.

EXPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COIN, ETC., 
ABOLISHED. 


The ‘‘Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) of March 14 contains a 
Royal Decree-Law dated March 13, which abolishes, as from 
March 14, the prohibition on the export from Italy of silver, 
gold, copper and nickel coins, Italian securities issued by 
the State, public bodies and by companies, and matured 
coupons of the said securities, payable abroad in gold or 
foreign currencies at par with Italian currency or at a 
fixed rate of exchange. 


IMPORTATION OF RESORCIN. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of March 26 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law, dated February 22 and effective as 
from March 27, which authorises, as a temporary measure, 
the duty-free admission, under conditions to be laid down 
by the Minister of Finance, of resorcin to be used in the 
printing of textiles (tesswtt). 


IMPORT DUTY ON TEA AND MATE 
INCREASED. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of March 25 contains 
a Royal Decree-Law, dated March 20 and effective as from 
March 25, which increases the import duty on tea and 
maté (Tariff No. 57) from 800 to 1,000 gold lire per 100 


kilogs.

And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Section an enquiry in relation to the classes and descrip- 
tions of goods to which the present Order relates, has on 
reference from the appropriate Department, namely, the 
Board of Trade (hereinafter called the Board), been held by 
a Committee appointed for the purposes of the said Act and 
the report of that Committee has been taken into considera- 
tion by the Board: 


And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section it appears to a Committee to be de- 
sirable that any imported goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and the Committee so 
reports to the appropriate Department, that Department, 
unless having regard to all the circumstances of the case in- 
cluding the re-export trade of the United Kingdom in that 
class or description of goods, it considers such action unde- 
sirable, may make a representation to His Majesty that 
it is desirable that the goods should bear an indication of 
origin at the time of importation, and His Majesty may by 
Order in Council under the said Section (without prejudice 
to His powers under sub-section (1) of the said Section) 
make provision accordingly : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other 
parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United Kingdom 
would be prejudiced if the goods described in this Order 
imported for use or consumption in the United Kingdom 
were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indication of 
origin, and the Board have accordingly made representa- 
tions to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should 
be made under the said Section 2: 


And whereas the Committee have reported to the Board 
that it appears to them to be desirable that the goods de- 
scribed in this Order should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation: 

And whereas the Board having had regard to all the 
circumstances of the case including the re-export trade in 
those goods have made representations to His Majesty that 
it is desirable that the goods described in this Order should 
bear an indication of origin at the time of importation : 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 


1. It shall not be lawful to import into the United King- 
dom any of the goods hereinafter specified or to sell or 
expose for sale in the United Kingdom any such imported 
goods unless they bear an indication of origin :— 

(a) Tiles of earth or clay, other than enamelled tiles 
and mosaics; 

(b) Refractory bricks, blocks and tiles, other than 
metallic bricks, blocks and tiles.

2. The indication of origin shall be applied to the goods 
in the following manner :— 


(i) Tiles of earth or clay Impressed, embossed or in-

3. Goods to which this Order applies shall bear the indi- 
cation of origin herein provided on exposure for sale whole- 
sale whether or not the person so exposing the goods is a 
wholesale dealer. 


4. This Order shall come into force at the expiration of six 
months from the date hereof, but nothing in this Order 
shall apply to goods imported before the date on which this 
Order comes into force. 


5. This Order shall not apply to any tiles required to bear 
an indication of origin in pursuance of the provisions of 
Part I. of the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 2 
Order, 1928 (S.R. & O. 1928, No. 570). 

6.—(a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) No. 4 Order, 1930.

FACILITIES OFFERED TO BRITISH TRADES. 

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command an 
extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises the 
Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, S.W. 1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following: Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing in 
Overseas markets; demand for particular articles abroad ; 
nature and extent of foreign competition, and suggestions 
for meeting it; methods of distribution and marketing; 
credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., abroad; firms 
at home engaged in particular lines of business; Foreign 
and Colonial importers of British goods; firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or agents for 
British firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs 
Regulations; statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of 
Certificates of Origin; regulations concerning commercial 
travellers; Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 





METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications for 
assistance from manufacturers and exporters of British 
goods who are desirous of initiating or extending Overseas 
connections, but it is desired to call attention to one or two 
points, the observance of which will facilitate the supply of 
the information required. 

Where the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in the 
British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial, Diplomatic or 
Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally 
advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating~ with the Officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will make 
all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s behalf.

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required. 

(2) The precise kind of goods; and 

(3) The particular points in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought.
